Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's argument concerning claim 12 is not persuasive because it does not overcome the rejection as 
defined in paragraph 20 of the Office Action mailed on 30 January 2006. The claim requires a slot recess of said implement receiving 
collar, and the implementing receiving collar is in the slot recess as defined in paragraph 20 of the Office Action. 

Applicant's argument concerning the drive shaft is not persuasive, because the drive shaft of Cowley does have an implement receiving 
socket at end thereof, attached through the intervening components. The remaining arguments concerning the drive shaft are not 
reflected in the claims. 

Applicant's argument concerning the spring is not persuasive because cylindrical bores 12/13/14/15 are carriers for the implements 18, 
the spring does provide a securement in the carrier that is releasable, and there is no cam latch required in the claims. 

Applicant's argument concerning claim 15 is not persuasive, because the implements 9 are slidably removable from each of the 
implement receiving carriers 5. 

Applicant's argument concerning claim 17 is not persuasive because each implementing carrier 5 has an elongate shank 6 connecting a 
distal end (where implement receiving port 7 is located) and a pivot securement end (attached to extension 4), and said distal end has a 
flange that extends outwardly from the base portion that is attached to extension 4, as seen in Figure 2, which includes the implement 
receiving port 7. 
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
